{n terms of British Currency, as are Exports of Gold Specie, whilst all other values are expressed in terms of Australian 
Currency. In view of the abnormal conditions ruling throughout the year under review it has been deemed advisable to 
prepare a special Summary (Table No. 9) showing the Estimated Balance of Trade after all values have been reduced to 
approximate terms of Australian Currency, and allowance has been made for Gold in excess of current production shipped 


abroad.
